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Local company plans old 
school demolition

Following the demolition, 
Columbia Rail will be respon¬ 
sible for filling the hole left by 
the absent building, which 
(ode says will be a simple 
process.

“It’s a fairly minor hole 
after that’s taken out of there.

“Usually in these tyjx*s of 
jobs, we fill them in, and 
come back in the spring to 
level it again Ixvause of the 
way the frost will settle.” 

Rubble from the demoli¬ 
tion will be transportwl to the 
landfill, and the company will 
take the brick and block por¬ 
tions back to their yard 
where they will be crushed 
and recycled. 


In as soon as two weeks, 
kx'al eomp;uiy Columbia Rail 
Contractors could Ix-gin the 
process of demolition on the 
old Didsbury High Sch<x)l. 

Owner of Columbia Rail 
Contractors, Jerry Code 

says the project should 
take approximately a month 
and a half to complete and 
they an* presently waiting on 
the removal of building utili¬ 
ties prior to starting the tear- 
down. 

At least two, but possibly 
three hydraulic excavators , 
which are the same 
machines the company used 
for previous demolition work 
at schools in Airdrie and 
Rocky Mountain House, 
could be used in the local 
demolition. 

Code compares the 
Didsbury school, a brick 
building with two levels and 
a concrete foundation, as 
Ix'ing slightly smaller than 
the other school buildings 
the company has worked on 
in the area 

The footprint of the school 
Ls roughly .‘1,500 sq metres , 
with a total building area of 
just over 5,000 sq metres.

Pickton killings make 
good case for capital 
punishment

The conviction of one of Canada’s most notorious 
and prolific serial killers this month provides a 
prime example of why Canada should reconsider 
its ban on capital punishment. 

Vancouver-area pig farmer Rol>ert Pickton brutal¬ 
ly slaughtered and dismembered six women: 
Georgina Papin, Mamnie Frey, Mona Wilson, 
Andrea Joesbury, Sereena Abotsway and Brenda 
Wolfe. A ,(1117 convicted him of second degree mur¬ 
der in all six deaths on Oct. 9. 

During Pickton’s trial, jurors and family members 
of the victims heard some of the most grisly and 
shocking evidence ever presented in a courtroom in 
this nation, hi fact it is probably no exaggeration to 
say that not since the case of child killer Clifford 
Olson has such wickedness been seen by a 
Canadian court. 

Yet under current law the maximum Pickton can 
spend in prison before being eligible to apply for 
parole is 25 years. 

Make no mistake, there’s very little doubt that 
Pickton will probably remain in prison for the rest 
of his life - his crimes are so horrendous and shock¬ 
ing that it is highly unlikely that any future parole 
board would ever allow him to be free again. 

Nevertheless, unlike his victims’ families, Pickton 
will always be able to retain at least a glimmer of 
hope. He could escape, or he could be mistakenly 
let out through some bureaucratic error, or he could 
even be freed by some future parole board. 

In the end the only iron-clad way to ensure that 
Pickton never kills again would be to end his life, 
either by lethal injection, hanging or some other 
method. 

Commenting recently on another capital-murder 
case - that of Red Deer man Ronald Smith, facing 
execution in Montana for double murder - Wild 
Rose Conservative MP Myron Thompson said that 
"the death penalty will never come to Canada". 

Put simply, the government has no plans to revis¬ 
it the capital punishment issue now or down the 
road, he said. 

Yet while the Harper Tories have made a great 
deal about their plans to get tough on crime, does¬ 
n’t their refusal to even consider the issue of capital 
punishment cast doubt on their overall commit¬ 
ment to public security and protection? 

The hard, cold fact is that as long as Robert 
Pickton and murderers like him are allowed to 
‘wait-and-see’ whether they will get out of prison 
some day, no one is safe. 

Meanwhile a decision is pending on whether 
Pickton will face a second t rial in the deaths of 20 
other women, all suspected to have been slaugh¬ 
tered in a similar horrendous way as the first six vic¬ 
tims. 

Will 20 more convictions make Robert Pickton 
less likely to reoffend if he gets the chance? Of 
course not. It will take a visit from the hangman to 
do that.

Fair rents for Albertans 


In a perfect world where every¬ 
one lived by the Golden Rule, 
unfettered free enterprise would 
work for the good of all. But unfor¬ 
tunately some are tempted by 
greed, such as various landlords in 
Alberta. They are taking advantage 
of the uncontrolled boom in 
Alberta and the resulting shortage 
of affordable housing to raise rents 
by as much as 200 per cent. 

This situation is unfair. The 
renters are not receiving anything 
extra for the additional rent they 
are paying nor are they enjoying 


comparable increases in income. 
The landlords have not provided 
any additional goods or services or 
increased investment in order to 
garner windfall profits. 

This is an instance where gov¬ 
ernment should step-in to remedy 
an unbalanced market. The reac¬ 
tion of the current government to 
subsidize these rent increases with 
our tax dollars only encourages 
other landlords to follow suit. 
Instead, annual increases in rent 
should be limited to Alberta’s annu¬ 
al rate of inflation until the supply 


of affordable housing meets the 
demand. Building of affordable 
housing should be promoted by 
supporting housing cooperatives 
and encouraging the Federal 
Government to reinstate the Multi 
Unit Residential Building (MURB) 
program. 

It is time for proactive solutions 
to the housing crisis in Alberta.

Olds school top priority 
of Catholic division

A Catholic school planned 
for Olds has been made the 
number one capital priority 
by the school division over¬ 
seeing the project. 

Red Deer Catholic 
Regional Division recently 
approved a resolution to 
place the Holy Trinity 
School project to the top of 
the division’s three-year cap¬ 
ital plan. 

According to division 
superintendent Paulette 
Hanna the decision to do so 
was consistent with the 
school board’s wish that the 
new school in Olds be start¬ 
ed as a fiermanent structure. 

“What we did was we 
went out and did some work 
with our architec t and found 
out it was going to cost us 
$6.6 million to do a perma¬ 
nent core,” she explained. 
“In order to do that what we 
are going to need is an addi¬ 
tional $2.6 million from the 
provincial government.” 

In September 2006, the 
province dedicated $4 mil¬ 
lion for a start-up, modular 
style school in Olds. The

would mean delaying 
Catholic education in Olds 
for one year,” said Hanna 
“We’re hoping that we’re 
successful, but if we’re not 
we'll be there in September 
2009 to start Catholic educa¬ 
tion in Olds.” 

The board Ls expecting a 
response from the provin¬ 
cial government in January 
to the additional funding 
request. 

That decision will deter¬ 


with phase two bringing in a 
permanent core with ameni¬ 
ties like a gymnasium and 
science labs, while phase 
three would feature more 
classrooms to meet growing 
enrolments. 

However, according to 
Hanna the division is pre¬ 
pared to go ahead with the 
modular sc hool should they 
be unsuccessful in securing 
the necessary funds for a 
core school. 

Regardless of the form of 
the school, how many 
grades it houses will be 
determined when registra¬ 
tion is conducted. 

Planning has been done 
for a kindergarten to grade 
five school although they 
will consider a kindergarten 
to grade eight school if num¬ 
bers dictate. 

“It probably will be a K to 
five and then grow to a K to 
eight," offered Hanna 

Currently, there are no 
plans for a high school and 
the decision to offer classes 
up to grade eight is based on 
conforming to where sec¬ 
ondary education begins 
with local public high 
schools.
